INVESTMENT ABROAD LARGE 


The volume of private in- 
vestment’ of American capital 
abroad at the end of 1924 was 
approximately $8,000,000,000, and 
the annual interest receivable 
thereon about $500,000,000, ac- 
cording to an estimate made in the 
course of a preliminary study of 
the inter-Allied debt problem by 
the national industrial conference 
board. 

Total foreign capital invested tn 
the United States at the same time 
was estimated at between $2,500,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000,000, yielding 
annual profits and interest of about 
$150,000,000. This leaves a net 
balance of about $350,000,000 a 
year receivable by the United States 
on account of private investmenta. 

During the year 1924, according 
to the analysis, the United States 
invested more than $1,.000,000,000 
in foreign securities alone, or near- 
ly 10 per cent of her total savings 
of $11,000,000,000 for that year. 
Addinf to that direct investment of 
American capital abroad, our total! 
foreign investments for the year 
would probably amount to as much 
as 12 per cent of all our availabie 
investment funds for 1924. This is 
viewed as a highly abnormal situ- 
ation, and our European invest- 
ment boom, tt te declared, cannot 
endure indefinitely. 

The abnormal flow of capital 
and men is from Purope to Amer- 


verty in natural resources, and 

fore the war the United States 
was always a consistent and large 
net debtor. While the war, through 
ite extensive destruction, has made 
Capitai temporarily scarce in Eu- 
rope, and its earning power high, 
net export of American capita] may 

gin to decline in the measure as 
uropean capital increases from 
savings and from the importation 
of American capital, and European 
interest rates fall correspondingly. 

Our investments In non-Euro- 
pean countries, in securities alone, 
amounted to $210,000,000 in 1924. 
It may be expected to total, includ- 
ing direct investment, from $250,- 
000,000 . to $300,000,000 annually 
for some years to come, 

How soon the tide of foreign in- 
vestments will turn and revert to 
an excess flow of capital from Eu- 
rope to the United States is de- 
clared uncertain, and dependent on 
the speed with which the Buropean 
financial and political situation is 
stabilized. Some ten years may 
elapse after such stabilization is 
effected before the turn will come. 
Discount rates here and abroad al- 
ready indicate that the demand for 
short-time capital in Europe is on 
the decline. However, purchase of 
foreign securities in. the first three 
months of this year, as estimated 
by the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank, amounted to $296,000,000, 
waich is at the rate of $1,185,000,- 
000 a@rear. This rate, if maintained, 
is about the same as for 1924.

HE MENACE TO BRITAIN 
Trade unionism has developed into the 
Sreatest single menace to naticnal and in- 
dividual security in Great Britain. This is 
due in a large part to the fact that trade 
unions persist in mixing industry with poll- 
tics. Originally organized for the purpose 
of securing better wages and industrial con- 
ditions for the membérs, these unions have 
become the most fruitful field for political 
agitation. 

Four’ unions, the miners, railway work- 
ers, engineers and shipbuilders, and the 
transport and general workers, have a com- 
bined membership of more than 3,500,000. 
Red organisers are now working, under or- 
ders from Moscow, to weld these unions 
Into a militant alliance whose purpose it 
shall be “to go forward, under the leader- 
ship of the Third Internationale, to seize 
the reins of power and so overthrow that 
greatest citadel of imperialism, Great Brit- 
ain.” 


These are the exact words in which 
“Comrad” Politt, chairman of the recent 
Glasgow Communist conference, outlined 
the pelicy by which the Communists in 
Great Britain hope event 


that by which the Reds under Lenin and 
Trotsky overthrew the representative re- 
publican form of government constituted 
by the Russian Douma, when the Czar was 
deposed, and established on its ruins the 
bloody dictatorship of the proletariat. 

The medium through which this revolt is 
to be brought about is the organizations of 
trade unions, which are to be combined as 
a revolutionary alliance. The object is 
purely pelitical, and if it were to be suc 
cessful the star of empire of Great Britain 
would sink in a sea of blood of the very 
who would bring about such a 
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vious. If public opinion 
that direction the late Labor government 
would not have been overthrown 
national elections. But the present agita- 
tion is net without evil effect. It is creating 


ja discontented working class In the great 


British industries. This means less pro 
duction and consequent economic and in- 
dustrial depression. 

Outside the labor unions the Communist 

movement has ma@e no headway in Great 
Britain. The menace lies in these unions 
alone: and the example is one that should 
give thought to other peoples. 
The press and the British public are not 
shutting their eyes to the Communist men- 
ace. Ringing appeals to British patriotism 
and British reason appear in the press. 
The following extract from an editorial in 
the Yorkshire Pcst voices the sen- 
timent of the majority tn Great Britain: 

We do not for one moment believe 

that any combination of unions can do 
what Mr. Cook supposes possible to the 
hew combination. The people of En- 
gland, the rank and file of those unions, 
will nct regard their loyalty to trade 
unionism as a loyalty to Moscow. They 
will not reduce themselves to beggary 
and their families to misery in order 
that Comrade Cook and his friends may 
wade through blood to power in Britain 
as Lenin and Trotzky waded to power 
in Russia. 

There are some causes for which 
Britons will fight, but they fight for 
them in the name of Britain. A nation 
which fought from 1914 to 1918 to pre 
serve freedom against foreign aggres- 
sion will not in 1926 allow foreign ag- 
gression to murder freedom. A nation 
which refused to become helots to Ger- 
many will not become dupes to Russia. 

In this way the Glasgow conference 
has been of value. It has shown be- 
yond question what is the aim of the 
Communists, and it has warned the 
workers cf the real aim behind Mr. 
Cook’s new plan of union alliance. 
Asked to choose between Britain with 
Democracy or Russia and Red ruin the 
Englishman will not hesitate. He will 
choose his native freedoms and reject 
an alien tyranny. 


B™ WALNUT YIELD 

Subnorma! rainfall last season resulted 
in a lighter walnut crop than for any year 
since 1921, and yet the harvest was greater. 
This is the report made by the California 
Walnut Growers’ Association. The in- 
creased harvest was in dollars. More than 


‘$9,625,000 worth of nuts was marketed dur- 


ing the business year of 1924, an increase 
of $300,000 over the total for the previous 
year. The association marketed 81.7 per 
cent of the State's entire output, which was 
nearly 43,000,000 pounds, valued at $10,- 
750,000. 

The walnut growers of California are to 
be congratulated upon having attained so 
good a result, despite the drought. It is 
due to their efforts to improve the quality 
of their product that California has become 
the world center for walnuts and that their 
production has become one of the State's 
important horticultural industries. 

Less than a decade ago the growers were 
struggling with the problem of marketing 
large quantities of undersized and discol- 
ored nuts. They found they could not com- 
pete successfully with foreign nut growers 
who employed cheap European and Asiatic 
labor. So they took a bold step. They de- 
cided to go in for quality. They sifted out 
all the nuts that were not of the best size 
and shape, cracked them by huge machines | 
and sold the meats to confectioners and 
others, keeping the highest grade of nuts 
for the general trade. This gave them a
